2010,G.S.R 15(E) dated 12* January, 2011 (hereinafter referred to as the “Rules”), 
and in supersession of the notification bearing No. S.O. 2049(E) dated 23.08.2012, S.O. 
1783(E) dated 09.08.2012, S.O. 3289 (E) dated 24.12.2009, S.O. 1930(E) dated 
21.08.2012, S.O. 1714(E) dated 26.07.2012, S.O. 2623(E) dated 30.10.2012, S.O. 
2922(E) dated 17.12.2012, and S.O. 2923(E) dated 17.12.2012 except as respects 
things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the Central 
Government, having regard to the expenditure involved in building, maintenance, 
management and operation of the said section, interest on the capital invested, 
reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the period of the Agreement entered into 
between the Authority and the Concessionaire, hereby notifies that there shall be 
levied and collected fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of the section from km. 
0.830 to km. 36.100 of NH-79A, from km. 15.000 to km 164.000 (start of existing 
Chittorgarh bypass), existing Chittorgarh bypass (29.600 km) of NH-79, from km 
213.000 of NH-76 (end of existing Chittorgarh bypass) to km 117.500 (start of 
proposed Udaipur bypass), proposed Udaipur bypass (24.500 km) of NH-76 and from ' 
km 287.000 (end of proposed Udaipur bypass) to km 509.295 (existing Chainage) of 
NH-8 near Ahmedabad i.e. from km.

7. Fee for commercial vehicle (excluding vehicles plying under national permit) 
registered in the district where the fee plaza falls shall be 50% of the prescribed 
rate for that category of vehicle provided no service road or alternative road is 
available for use of such commercial vehicles. 


8. Mechanical vehicles which is loaded in excess of permissible load specified for its 
category under the Rules, shall be liable to pay fee at such rates which is 
applicable for the next higher category of the vehicles and shall not be entitled to 
make use of the highway section unless the excess load has been removed from 
such mechanical vehicle. 

9. All definitions including category of mechanical vehicles, its permissible load, 
category of exempted vehicles, service road, alternative road etc. shall be as per 
definitions specified in the Rules. 


10. The fee rates shall be displayed for information of the users in accordance with 
rules 12 of the said Rules. 

11. Based on the Base rate of fee per km for the base year 2007-08 as mentioned in 
Table-1 & 2, the actual amount of fee to be charged from the mechanical 
vehicles and the discounts will be calculated by the Authority and revised 
annually in accordance with the rule 5 of the said rules provided that no 
revision shall be effected within six months and the same shall be published in 
at least one newspaper, each in English and vernacular language accordingly.
